Bridges ; our Men purfu’d them,-and overtook 
many of them, whom they put to the Sword with- 
out Mercy. Count Bothiani who commanded thefe 


Malecontents was wounded in the Leg. The Army 


under General Herbeville is march’d out of the Ifland 
of Schut, and is encantp’d on St. Peter's Hill : Count 
Schlick is gone from hence to that Army.

Vienna, July 1. The Emperour has aflign’d Three 
hundred thoufand Florins a Year for the maintenance 
of the Emprefs Dowager and the three Arch-Dutch- 
eles: The Exprefs that was lately fent to our Refi- 
dent at Conftantinople, is return’d hither with Letters 
importing, That the Grand Seignior and the Divan 
perfift in their Refolution to obferve the Treaty of 
Carlowitz, notwithftanding the repeated Endeavours 
of the French Ambaffadour to prevail with them to 
break with che Emperour. Count Schick is made 
Commiffary General of War, in the room of Count 
Maximilian Breufhér, who is appointed Governour of 
Waradin in Croatia, in the room of the deceafed 
General Caprara. ’Tis confirm’d that the Malecon- 
tents have abandon’d the Fort of Pax, and alfo that 
of Kumlet, and the two Bridges they had there over 
the Danube; and that General Glockelsberg found 
in thofe Forts. feveral Pieces of Cannon, with ftore 
ot Ammunition’and Provifions, and Baggage toge- 
ther. with a confiderable Sum of Money new coin’d 
by Order of ‘Prince Ragotzki, having on one fide the 
Arms of Hungary, and the Image of the Virgiu on 
the other. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated July 16, 

Vienna, July 4. Yefterday General Harboe of the 
Danes arriv’d here ; and his Troops are expected 
this Week : *Tis hop’d the March of thefe Troops to 
Hungary will induce the Malecontents to refolve up- 
onan Accommodation, to which they are at prefent 
inclinable, as Count Forgatfch is inform'd by a Ler- 
ter fent to him hither from his Brother who is one of 
their chief Leaders. The Deputies of the Malecon- 
tents are gone again to Hungary, with the Emperor’s 
laft Refolutions : Which ‘tis faid import, among other 
things, that the Hungarians muft make the firft Ad- 
vanceto the Treaty, lay down their Arms, and forth- 
With enter upon a Negotiation of the faid Treaty, 
before they mention a Guarantee. And it has been 
fignify’d to the Englith and Dutch Envoys, who are 
defir'd to go again to Hungary when the Conferences 
about this Accommodation fhall be begun, that the 
Emperor is not willing to confent to a Guarantee, 
but that in the Treaty an Expedient may be incerted, 
equivalent to a Guarantee, that may be more com- 


patible with the Imperial Authoriry. And there- 


Heads of the Malecontents, to advife them nor to 
mention the Guarantee, till all the other Articles are 
agreed, and that the Treaty wants only to be fign’d : 
In the mean time, we hear that Prince Ragotski and 
the other Leaders of the Malecontents that are Ro- 
man Catholicks, demand a Guarantee for the fecure 


Enjoyment of their Religion. The Emperor being 


thoroughly well inform’d by what Means the De- 
fign on the Mofelle came to mifcarry,’ has nam’d 
Count Wels to go to Prince Lewis of Baden, and 
to feveral Courts in the Empire, to propo(t the pur-. 
ting the Affairs of War ona better Foot ; and he is 
to go on to the Duke of Marlborough, and then to 
the Hague to relieve the Imperial Minifter Count 
Goes. The new Levies are carry’d on with Succefs 
in the Hereditary Countries, and fome Provinces 
have already rais’d their Contingents. General Giock- 
elsberg is at prefent employ’d in attacking a Fort 
which the Malecontents Have over againft Fuldwar ; 
in the mean time the Malecontents, to make a Di- 


verfion, have appear’d in great Numbers’ abour Peft- 


and Comorra, have burnt a Magazine of Hay ; and 
taken 8 Barks, from which they made a great Fire 
upon our Saicks that were {ent back from Pax.

From the Camp before Chivas, June 26. The Prince 
d’Elboeuf was detach’d with 5 Squadrons, to view 
the Pofture the Enemy were in : But having pafs'd a 
Defile, he met 13 Squadrons, who advanc'd to at- 
tack him. Only 2 of his Squadrons being gor 
through the Defile after him, he would have turn’d 


back agen ; but the Enemy finding they were fupe- 


rior, charg’d him without Lofs of Time: He was 
kill’d by a Piftol-fhot, and the Sieur de Marfillac 
Collonel of Horfe receiv’d 8 Wourids, of which he 
is fince dead. Likewile 8 of our Horfe were kill’d, 
and 25 wounded. The Enemy, in their Turn, ad- 
vancing too far, were chargd by the Piquer, who 
put them to Flight, killing 38 Men, and taking 60 
Prifoners, with 80 Horfes. The Prince d’Elbcenf is 
extremely lamented, for his Valour and other Vir- 
tues. The Duke of Vendome has caus’d the Right 
of his Army to advance to the River Orco, and-his 
Left is extended to the Po. Batteries being rais’d 
againft the Poft of Caftagnero and Chivas; he 
caus'd the Trenches to be open’d the Nighr between 
the 23d. and 24th, and they were carried on within 
100 Fathom -of the Place. The 24th at Nighra 
Battery began to fire, and Yefterday at Noon we 
began to play upon the Place with 25 Pieces of Can- 
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upon thefe 2 Minifters are about to write to the 
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non, which difmounted the Artillery of the Befieged, 
and did them great Damage. Within 2 cr 3 Days 
we expect from Cafal 60 Pieces of Cannon more, 
of feveral Sizes. The Sieur Morangiez, Brigadier, 
is dangeroully wounded in the Shouider.

Turin, June 24. Eight Days ago the Duke of Ven- 
dome advanc’d to Chivas, which be vhought his 
Royal Highnefs would have abandon’d: He caus'd 
a Bridge to be laid the fame Day cver the Po near 
dt. Sebaftian, and fent fome Troops over the River. 
The next Day a great Number of Troops having 
pafs'd the Kiver, the Enemy march’d towards tho 
rifing Grounds about Caftagneto: Bur his Royal 
Higtnels made hafte co oppofe them; and having 
order'd 4 Regiments of Dragoons to alighr, he causd 
them to fecure the Pofts om that fide, till cur Infan- 
try had pais'd the Po and march’d into them. The 
Enemy feeing this, did not think fit to attack us but 
retir'd ; which gave Time to his Royal Highnefs and 
Generai Staremberg to caufe an Intrenehment to be 
thrown up, for the betterSecurity of thofe Pofts. The 
18th befure Day, the Enemy, advanc’d on another 
fide, to attack a Caitline defended by 30 Hey dukes, 
who made fuch a Refiftance, that a Detachment of 
the Regiment of Staremberg having Time to come 
to their Relief, the Enemy were beaten off, 200 of 


their Men being kill’d or wounded, and 20 made 


Prifoners ; of the kil’d or wounded 6 were Officers, 
and 1 Officer was taken Prifoner. Our Men likewife 
took’ 150 Mufquets, and 400 Tools for breaking up 
Ground. Our Men have intrench’d themi{clves in 
that Caifine. The 19ch the Duke of Vendore fent 
over the Po all his Dragoons and Carabineers, and 
mott of the Grenadiers of his Army, with 14 Batta- 
lions ; which the 20th he caus’d to advance towards 
Caftagnero to attack our Troops there: But his 
Roya! Highnefs took care to make fo good Prepara- 
tion co receive them, thatthey did hoc think it feafi- 
to attack us, and march’d back, afier they had ply’d 
us now and then for fome Days with great and fimail 
Shor. While this pafs'd at Caftagneto, 4 Squadrons 
commanded by the Count de Breuner fell upon 600 
of the Enemy’s Horfe, in the Rear of ther Army 
near Chivas ; and tho’ they were fupporced by fome 
Companies of Grenadiers, our Men kill’d 200 of 
them, as alfu $0 Grenadiers, took 40 Prifeners, and 
wounced 200. They likewife took 7 or 8 Officers 
and’: Standard, without more Lofs on our fide than 
of 20 Men kill'd or wounded. Had General Fels, 
who follow'd with a great Detachment, come up in 
Time to fall into the Camp of the Enemy, who ap- 

rd co be io a great Confternation, we might 
reafonably have promis’d our felvesamuch more 

fiderable Advantage.

Turin, June 24. The 20th a great Number of 
French Prifoners, taken about Caftagneto, were 
brought hither ; 400 of the Enemy have been kill'd 
before that Place. The 21ft. 600 of the Enemy’s 
Horfe were attack’d by 3 or 4 Squadrons of ours, who 
kill’d about 300 of them,and among them the Prince 
d’Eibeeuf and Monfieur Lifle Captain ot French 
Mufquetaires, and 7 other Officers of Nore. The 
23d the Monks of Chivazzo retir'd hither.
